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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive in 
overcoming the outstanding rejections. Applicants state that M [s]tep 42 of Narang et al. is actually a lamination step wherein the two 
polymer electrolyte coated electrodes are laminated together to give the electro-chemical cell, and is not a heat treatment in any way." 
However, in Figure 1 of Narang, the box associated with step 42 contains the phrases "Laminate" and 'Thermal Cure." Therefore, step 
42 can be considered to comprise discrete steps of laminating and thermal curing (i.e., heat treatment). Addtionally, as set forth in the 
final action, it would have been obvious to employ a wound electrode structure in Narang et al. The artisan would be sufficiently skilled 
to wind the electrodes either before or after the thermal curing step, the former resulting in the presently claimed process. As such, the 
claimed subject matter is still not considered to be distinguished over the references.
